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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council  of 

Bellingham  : 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1958. 

The  social  conditions  of  the  area  show  little  change,  nor 
is  much  change  from  year  to  year  to  be  expected.  The 
population  has  again  increased,  to  the  extent  of  200,  continu- 
ing a gradual  small  rise  over  a number  of  years.  Already  the 
area  is  popular  with  visitors,  and  the  National  Park  will  no 
doubt  attract  increasing  numbers. 

In  a district  so  large  as  Bellingham,  with  so  scattered  a 
population,  rural  problems  are  seen  at  their  most  severe. 
The  Council  continue  to  be  concerned  about  rural  transport 
and  employment.  Much  is  being  done  to  ease  the  transport 
difficulties  for  special  groups,  such  as  mothers  and  young 
children,  school  children  and  those  requiring  hospital  atten- 
tion, but  the  service  for  the  general  public  is  not  good.  The 
problem  is  a national  one  and  will  require  solution  on  a 
national  basis.  There  is  undoubtedly  lack  of  opportunity 
for  local  employment  among  young  people  leaving  school, 
and  many  must  look  elsewhere.  Difficulties  of  communic- 
ation make  the  district  unattractive  to  new  light  industry, 
and  the  most  obvious  solution  would  be  workshops  dealing 
with  wood  or  wood  products  as  timber  comes  from  the  new 
forests  in  increasing  amounts. 

The  rural  nature  of  the  district  also  has  its  effect  when  it 
comes  to  reporting  on  progress  on  housing,  water  and  sewage 
disposal.  In  fact,  no  new  houses  were  built  by  the  Council 
in  195^  but  the  preliminary  steps  were  taken  for  providing 
further  houses  at  Otterburn  and  old  people’s  houses  at 
Bellingham  and  Wark.  Older  property  continues  to  be  given 
a further  lease  of  useful  life  by  improvement  grants,  and  these 
are  of  the  greatest  value  in  this  district,  where  the  Council 
have  had  to  defer  new  building  on  account  of  the  cost  and 
the  resulting  high  rent.  Negotiations  have  continued  with  a 
view  to  supplying  Stannersburn  with  piped  water,  and  several 
other  schemes  have  been  considered.  In  every  case  the 
proposed  scheme  is  wholly  uneconomic,  the  expected  revenue 
being  a fraction  of  the  expenditure  involved,  and  it  appears 
that,  regrettably  enough,  small  communities  far  from  a 
suitable  source  of  water  cannot  be  given  the  abundant  and 
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pure  water  enjoyed  by  the  larger  centres  of  population.  The 
only  large  sewage  disposal  scheme  outstanding  is  that  for 
Otterburn,  which  is  being  considered  by  the  Ministry,  and 
though  the  scheme  is  expensive  it  is  urgently  required  on 
health  grounds.  Smaller  schemes  are  still  at  the  planning 
stage,  and  none  has  yet  been  built. 

Life  in  the  rural  district  has  its  problems,  but  it  also  has 
its  advantages.  It  will  be  noted  that  no  deaths  during  1958 
were  from  bronchitis,  pneumonia  or  indeed  from  any  respir- 
atory disease.  The  death  rate  is  well  below  the  national 
average,  and  the  age  at  death  is  very  high — 80%  of  the 
deaths  were  of  people  aged  70  or  over,  one  third  of  the  deaths 
of  people  aged  80  or  over.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  nil. 
Infectious  disease  presented  little  problem,  though  measles 
was  widespread.  On  all  these  grounds  it  can  be  said  that  the 
health  of  the  community  is  satisfactory. 

Mr.  Miller  joined  the  staff  in  July,  1958,  as  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector.  He  came  with  an  excellent  record, 
and  has  proved  able  and  efficient.  Mr.  Clough  continues  to 
give  capable  and  loyal  service  as  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  Surveyor. 

I again  have  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  interest 
and  encouragement  of  the  Chairman  and  Councillors,  who 
have  done  so  much  of  recent  years  to  improve  amenities,  and 
of  the  co-operation  given  me  by  the  Clerk  and  the  other 
officers.

VITAL  STATISTICS 


Population 

The  population  of  the  Rural  District,  estimated  at  30th 
June,  1958,  was  5,530.  This  is  an  increase  of  200  on  the 
previous  year,  and  the  trend  over  the  last  few  years  is  for  a 
gradual  increase  in  population. 

Birth  Rate 

There  were  90  live  births  during  1958,  and  when  an 
adjustment  factor  is  applied  this  gives  a birth  rate  of  18.22 
per  1000  population,  while  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales 
is  16.4  per  1000.  There  were  2 still  births  during  the  }^ear, 
giving  a rate  of  22.0  per  1000  total  births.  The  National 
figure  is  21.6  per  1000. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  22.5  per  1000. 

Death  Rate 

A total  of  45  deaths  occurred  during  1958,  a substantial 
decrease  from  the  60  deaths  in  1957.  This  gives  a crude 
death  rate  of  8.01  per  1000  population.  The  figure  for 
England  and  Wales  is  11.7  per  1000  population.

The  rateable  value  is  £68,370. 

HEALTH  SERVICES 
Laboratory  Facilities 

Facilities  in  the  area  continue  to  be  provided  by  the 
Government  Laboratory  in  Newcastle  General  Hospital, 
which  gives  an  efficient  service. 
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Ambulance  Service 

The  local  ambulance  service  is  administered  for  the 
County  Council  by  the  Red  Cross,  and  a satisfactory  service 
is  maintained.  In  addition  to  the  ambulance,  a car  service 
is  available  for  suitable  cases  and  is  of  considerable  value 
in  such  a large  district.  Since  the  passenger  train  service 
was  discontinued  much  extra  mileage  has  been  run  to  enable 
patients  to  keep  hospital  appointments  and  to  allow  mothers 
and  children  to  attend  clinics. 

Home  Nursing  and  Health  Visiting 

The  district  nurses  are  all  provided  with  cars  and  their 
nursing  work  continues  to  be  excellent.  In  spite  of  the 
difficulty  of  arranging  for  suitable  help  in  a country  district 
the  Home  Help  Service  run  by  the  County  Council  continues 
to  function  satisfactorily.  The  County  Health  Visitors 
work  in  harmony  with  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area 
and  do  much  valuable  work. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

Four  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres,  staffed  by 
the  County  Council,  operate  at  Bellingham,  Otterburn, 
Kielder  and  Wark.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria  is 
carried  out  at  these  centres  or  is  done  by  the  General  Practit- 
ioner, while  all  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  General 
Practitioners.  The  demand  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination 
has  been  met  in  the  age-groups  eligible  by  special  sessions  at 
Kielder,  Wark,  Otterburn  and  Bellingham  as  well  as  by 
vaccination  at  schools,  clinics  and  the  surgeries  of  family 
doctors.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

The  Newcastle  & Gateshead  Water  Order,  1950,  is  now 
fully  implemented,  the  last  phase,  Kirkwhelpington,  being 
completed  in  May,  1958.  Owners  and  occupiers  in  the  main 
settlement  areas  have  not  been  slow  to  take  advantage  of  this 
basic  service  as  the  " green  light  ” to  go  ahead  with  the 
provision  of  hot  and  cold,  bath  and  water  closet. 

The  back  has  been  broken  of  this  water  problem,  which 
is  more  commendable  when  related  to  an  area  of  380  square 
miles.  As  the  Medical  Officer  reports  there  are  still  small 
pockets  where  need  is  established,  but  the  hard  factor  of  cost 
is  the  deciding  issue.  The  limit  has  been  reached  for  capital 
spending  by  the  Local  Authority  on  water  services  to  be 
within  reasonable  cost.  Individual  and  isolated  holdings 
with  inadequate  or  suspect  supplies  are  diminishing  in  number 
—advantage  continuing  to  be  taken  of  grant  aid  from  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

Water  Samples. 

Samples  taken  by  the  Local  Authority,  together  with 
the  Newcastle  & Gateshead  Water  Companv,  numbered  174  : 
23  proved  unsatisfactory,  the  remainder  were  of  excellent 
and  satisfactory  quality. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Modern  treatment  plants  operate  at  Bellingham,  Wood- 
burn,  Wark  and  Birtley.  Birtley  scheme  was  completed  in 
October,  1958,  and  as  a consequence  some  25  privy  con- 
versions were  effected. 

Maintenance  is  carried  out  by  one  full  time  employee  and 
part  time  employees.  The  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the 
work  involved  will  necessitate  two  full  time  employees  to 
ensure  efficient  and  adequate  maintenance.  The  oversight 
of  the  four  pumping  plants  alone  merits  full  time  duties  of  one 
employee.

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955-56. 

Some  fifty  six  premises  in  the  area  come  within  the  scope 
of  this  legislation.
